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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the final rejection is 
improper. The Final Rejection is proper since the amendment to the independent claim 1, necessitated a new primary reference. 
Applicant argues that Nikolaychik et al. '873 does not teach a vaso-occlusive member since it is directed towards a stent. However, as 
applicant pointed out on page 3 of the arguments, stents can trigger at least partial occlusion. In addition, applicant suggests on page 4, 
lines 19-20 of the specification, that stents may be used as vaso-occlusive devices. THerefore, the rejections over Nikolchev are proper. 
The examiner's position regarding Berenstein et al. '666 is believed to be fully explained in the Final Rejection of 19 August 2005. 
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
